CHINA’S RICHEST MINES. 


The Mest Valeable Mineral Deposits Are 
at Jahe—Worked by Coolies. 

John Gildea returned to this city re- 
certly fro:n China, where for the past 
year he has been in the employ of the 
Chinese government at the mines of 
Jaho, says the San Francisco Call. 

*Jaho is the ancient capital of Mon- 
golia,” says Mr. Gildea, ‘“‘and is about 
three hundred miles inland. On the 
way to the mines we rode horseback all 
the distance and passed through many 
villages, the inhabitants of which had 
mevcr seen w white man. In some 
places the women and children would 
double lock the doors and hide, while 
the men would follow us wherever we 
went out of curiosity. They didn't un- 
derstand how we came to be without 
queues and were mystified at our ap 
pearance and style of dress, but no at- 
tempt was made to molest us. 


Taking Quinine. 

The quantity of quinine which 
some people can take without trouble 
is so great as to be almost won- 
derful, says a physician. There are 
many people who think that four grains 
is @ dose, and very few people ever 
take more than from ten to fifteen 
Graim atatime. Even the latter dose 
is aptto cause unpleasant sensations, 
such as a buzzing sound in the ears and 
a sort of dull, heavy feeling next morn- 
ing. Yet I bave known of cases where 
the patient had as much as one huna- 
drod grains of quinine iv him and did 
not suffer from the effects. Of course, 
auch doses can be administered only ia 
extreme cases, where the fever is very 
high and heroic measures are necessary. 
You know that a person suffering with 
great physical pain can safely take 
doses of morphine which would kill a 
well man, and people with a high fever 
can take doses of quinine witbout bad 
results which would drive a healthy 
person half crazy.
